NEW YORK, July 3.—With the 
immigration quota of seven nations 
filled, and four thousand additional 
aliens expected to arrive on liners 
today, the Ellis Island Immigration 
station is clogged as never before in 
its history. 
It is indicated that if relief to ex­ 
pedite passing on appealed cases is 
not received from Washington and 
if the unprecedented flow of immi­ 
grants continues, the station faces a 
temporary shutdown. 
Four thousand 
more 
Europeans 
came yesterday on tw'elve 
liners. 
Only 2.208 immigrants who had previ 
ously arrived were examined and of 
this number 1.500 w'ere permitted to 
land. 
It is the task of caring for 
the detained immigrants that 
the 
danger of clogging the station lies. 
The inability of IL C. White, assist­ 
ant secretary of labor, who is ill, to 
come to the island and 
act on ap­ 
peals, has held up such cases. 
Henry H. Curran, new. commision­ 
er of immigration, is optimistic over 
the situation.

PRAISE WAS GIVEN

Chief Executive and Wife 
Led Grand March At 
Pioneer Dance.

MEACHAM, Oregon, July 3.—Pres­ 
ident Harding stopped here today on 
his western trip to pay homage to 
the memory of the sturdy pioneers 
who founded Oregon and saved to 
the nation a great northwest. 
Speaking at exercise^ commemor-’ 
ating the eightieth 
anniversary 
of 
the blazing of the Oregon Trail, the 
Executive 
declared 
the 
American 
people owe to those pioneers a d e b t: 
of gratitude which they never can re­ 
pay. 
Their victory, he asserted, pro­ 
claims the strength of resolute pur­ 
pose to do for themselves, not ask­ 
ing the government to do, but for 
government only to sanction or per­ 
mit. 
j 
“We may reasonably do more to­ 
day,” he said, “than rejoice in posses­ 
sion of the imperial domain w'hich 
they revealed, and the life they made 
possible to the verile, aspiring 
and 
confident Northwest. 
I find new as­ 
surances in recalling the 
heroism, 
the resolution, the w’ill to conquer 
of these pioneers. 
“I wish I might more effectively 
visualize them. 
Not very long ago 
I saw' the covered wagon in the mov­ 
ing picture. 
I sat entranced. 
There 
was more than the picturesque, more 
than 
sorrow' 
and 
discouragement, 
more than appealing characters and 
enthralling heroism. There wras more 
than the revelation of the irresolute, 
who failed in fitness to survive, more 
than tragedy and comedy in their In­ 
separable blend. 
There 
was 
more 
than the scouts who surpassed our 
fancies, more than nature’s relentless 
barriers 
revealed. 
Everywhere 
aflame was the soul of unalterable 
purpose and the commanding sturdi­ 
ness of 
elemental 
greatness. 
Still 
more, there was determination to do 
themselves, not asking the govern- 
men to do, but for government to 
sanction or permit. 
“Much the same spirit W'as reveal­ 
ed iii the making 
of 
the 
Central 
West, where the determined pioneers 
builded in the confidence which they 
had in themselves. They battled w'ith 
nature and every obstacle w'hich they 
encountered, heroes perished without 
fame’s acclaim, and they conquered 
and w'rote big their part in the mak­ 
ing of the greater Republic. 
Their 
victory proclaimed the strength of 
resolute purpose, 
and

INDUSTRIAL M AGNATES ANXIO US. 


It is rumored in certain American quar­ 
ters that Herr Stinnes has been on the look­ 
out in France for a group 
of 
industrial 
magnates with which he could conclude an 
agreement which the two governments— 
French and German— would merely have 
to accept and ratify. 
In France, 
the 
idea is expressed that 
there is something startling in the concep­ 
tion of proposals which profess to fix be­ 
hind the back of their government the sum 
which Germany 
should 
pay for repara­ 
tions. 
When Senator Borah made his pro­ 
posals n the senate 
and 
also 
when Mr. 
Hughes expressed his opinion on the sub­ 
ject, French sentiment was just the same. 
It ifi undeniable that the expert assistance 
of: American business men would be an ele­ 
ment of great value In the reconstruction 
of‘3Surope, but that element can be fully 
utilized only if the proposal is made at an 
opportune time. 
Furthermore, Herr Stinnes forgets that 
the situation is absolutely different in Ger­ 
many and in France. 
In France, there is no industrial group 
as powerful as Herr Stinnes and his entour­ 
a g e / The French group in which heavy in­ 
dustry is linked up is 
“the 
Comite des 
Forges/' 
whose 
members do not unani­ 
mously agree upon the general policy the 
Comite should follow’. 
The policy of the 
Lorraine manufacturers is different from 
that of the manufacturers from the center 
of France, and we 
have 
heard 
recently 
that Mr. Schneider of the Cruesot works, 
sent his resignation to the board of direc­ 
tors of the “Comite des Forges.” 
Besides, it should be understood that the 
French government 
cannot 
and will not 
hand over the direction of affairs to the 
heavy industry. 
It 
intends 
to keep full 
control 
of government 
affairs 
and 
the 
French people seem to be with it in this 
firm attitude. 
However powerful Herr Stinnes may be, 
he does not count politically in the eyes of I 
the head of the French government. 
It 
may be taken as true that whatever practi­ 
cal Value the proposals of Herr Stinnes may 
possess, they 
will 
only be considered if 
they are 
submitted 
to Paris through the 
channel of the German government.

Receipts of eggs continue heavy in 
the large m arkets, indicating that 
production is above a year ago.

A considerable quantity of 
these eggs is now being shipped to 
southern states, where production is 
light. 
Figures show that eggs are still 
going into storage in much larger 
quantities than a year ago, which 
would indicate that the consuming 
demand is less. A larger proportion 
of the egs should go through con­ 
suming chancels if healthier m arket 
conditions are 
to be maintained 
later. 
Under present conditions it 
m ay be necessary for the m arket to 
work to a lower basis in the next 
few weeks. 
Cream Is moving in normal volume 
due to the cooler w eather of the past 
few days. General m arket conditions 
are unchanged from a week ago and 
indications are for a steady m arket, 
which may may possibly be influenc­ 
ed by reported shipm ents of butter 
from foreign countries to the United 
States. 
Live hens are moving in 
large 
quantities at the present tim e and 
the m arkets for both live and dress­ 
ed fowl in the big consuming cen­ 
ters are on a much more reasonable 
basis than a year ago, which should 
etlm ulate the demand from the con­ 
suming trade. 
Indications are that 
there Is a big crop of poultry on 
farm , and with stocks of frozen poul­

JEFFERSO N CITY, July 3.—Talk­ 
ing in carefully 
moderated 
tones, 
prisoners of the Missouri state peni­ 
tentiary are enjoying the privilege 
of conversing during meal times, 
being particular 
to guard 
against 
infractions which might result in the 
suspension of the privilege. 
“The new ruling, in effect only a 
week, has so far proved entirely sat­ 
isfactory and there have 
been 
no 
infractions,” A. T. Hollenbeck, presi­ 
dent of the prison board, said. 
The “silence rule” for the dining 
room, 
enforced 
for 
eighty-seven 
years, w'as designed to keep groups 
of prisonrs from talking 
together 
and possibly perpetrating plots for 
escape or mutiny. It seemed appar­ 
a t to the prison board, 
however, 
that if such plots were planned that 
it would be just as easy for the men 
to communicate with 
each 
other 
elsewhere. 
The lifting of the rule enforcing 
silence in the dining room is only 
the most recent of more humane 
m easures inaugerated at the 
State 
Prison. 
Many privileges have been 
allowed the prisoners subject to the 
rigid observance of rules and good 
behavior. 
Some time ago the old 
lock step formation wTas done away 
with, although 
many 
of the 
old 
timers assume that formation from 
force of habit. 
Only recently 
the 
prisoners were granted the privilege 
of smoking for five minutes after 
meal time. 
The modern prison in Missouri is 
not the ancient conception of prison 
life, or the picture drawn by fiction 
or the cinema of dungeons, torture 
chambers, dark 
cells, 
and 
harsh 
treatm ent by prison guards. 
It Is a 
pronouncedly humane institution for 
the correction of law breakers. The 
presence of bars, guards, and 
the 
fact that the structure bears the 
name of the Missouri state peniten­ 
tiary are the only 
characteristics 
which arouse unpleasant sensations. 
Oterwise the institution 
with 
its 
beautiful buildings, auditorium, ath- 
l3tic field, and beautiful flower gar­ 
dens bids well to rival the campases 
of some colleges. But it is an educa­ 
tional institution w’here 
offenders 
against the mw are shown the right, 
educated to a trade, punished, and at 
the expiration of their sentences dis­ 
missed to take their places In the 
world anew. 
Kept healthy by good food, regular 
hours, hard work, and some recrea­ 
tion, 2226 men and 40 women are 
serving time within the walls of the 
prison which in itself is a modern 
institution, complete in every detail. 
Located on sixteen and 
one 
half 
acres of ground, the entire work of 
the construction was done by prison 
labor. The prison was established in 
1833 and the first prisoner admitted 
in 1836. 
Today the institution is 
financially independent. 
Maintained solely upon the profits 
from its six large factories and farm, 
the prison has not had to ask for 
the release of any amount of the last 
small biennial appropriation, made 
by the legislature. 
Eight hours each 
day with the exception of Saturday 
and Sunday, shirts, overalls, brooms, 
binder twine, and other articles are 
manufactured in this prison indus­ 
trial city to be sold in the open 
market. 
Each day 1000 dozen of gar-1 
monte, 500 pairs of shoes, and 250 j 
brooms are turned out in these fac­ 
tories. 
In addition to these indus­ 
t r i e s 900 acres of land are cultivated 
! by prison labor on which 
a large 
! share of the vegetables consumed at 
the prison are grown. 
Large herds ; 
of dairy" cattle are kept on the farm 
to supply milk to the prison. 
Stepping out of the prison offices 
into the yard a steel door clanks be­ 
hind the visitor shutting him 
off j 
i from freedom 
by 
massive 
walls, j 
! steel doors, and armed guards. 
But ; 
I the sight before him is not one to 
j suggest that he is within prison 
walls. 
Before him stretches a beau * 
tiful flower garden, in the center of 
which w ater Is spraying from a foun­ 
tain and Old Glory is waving from 
the top of a lofty flag pole. 
To the 
south of the garden is 
the dining 
hall and kitchen while on each side 
of the garden are cell houses. 
It is an Impressive sight as the 
noon hour approaches to watch the 
prisoners assemble in groups and 
march by twos to the dining 
hall. 
Men, young and old, are clad 
in 
j prison 
grey 
or 
kaka! 
uniforms, 
uiA4.e here and there is a man w ear­ 
ing the black and white stripes sig 
nifying that he has been forced to 
w e a r the prison garb of disgrace be­ 
cause of infractions of prison 
laws. 
To the rear of each section walks 
the prison guard with the clanking 
of his club on the pavement making 
a 
disr JI 
and 
forbidding 
sound. 
Marching 
by, 
furtive. 
searching 
glances are cast toward a group of 
visitors, seeking perhaps to find in 
te group a familiar face. 
Within the dining hall the second 
floor is lined with 
long 
rows 
of 


ables where the meals are served. 
rho first floor is occupied 
by 
a 
thoroughly modern kitchen and bak­ 
ery, while the basement, 
contains 
huge refrigerators where food 
sup­ 
plies are stored. 
Enough meat is 
p.;;chased foi the institution to last 
f r three months. 
To the rear of the dining hall is 
the penitentiary' auditorium, 
equip­ 
ped to accomodate all of the pris- 
c.*3rs. 
A stage is set with prison 
made scenery 
There is a movia 
screen and a platform for the or­ 
chestra. 
Here the men are assem­ 
bled for lecture and 
religious 
ser­ 
vices. Occasionally they are permit­ 
ted to enjoy a stage production and 
movies. 
The auditorium 
is exactly 
the 
i 
ae size as the temporary capitol 
erected in 1312. 
When the latter 
was torn down In 1917 the huge 
r*«ei girders were given to the yeni- 
tentiary to be used in the auditor­ 
ium. 
Within the 
cell 
houses 
stretch 
long tiers of cells, spotlessly clean, 
equipped with electric lights, triple 
deck beds, bureau, chairs, and writ- 
i 
table. 
The men are permitted 
to decorte their cells and many are 
very home-like with draperies off­ 
setting the effect of the bars. Penn­ 
ants, photos, and trinkets on the 
walls make the cella resemble 
the 
magazine artists’ conception of the 
college dormitory rooms.

which is said to be one of the best 
in Central Missouri. 
To the rear of 
the dining hall Is an athletic field 
containing 
two baseball 
diamonds 
and a grandstand. 
There is also a 
prison library containing 8,000 vol­ 
umes, and the latest newspapers and 
magazines. 
Near the main building stands the 
historic old Hall from which in the 
past have come stories, mysterious 
and secretive, telling 
of whipping 
posts, chains, and harsh, brutal pun­ 
ishment of prisoners. 
The Old Hall 
of today houses the penitentiary bar­ 
ber shop. 
There are still cells for 
solitary confinement of disorderly 
prisoners. 
The rings to which the 
prisoners were chained at one time 
have been torn frofn the walls. The 
cells are small containing 
no furn­ 
ishings except a wooden bed. 
Ac­ 
cording to Mr. Hollenbeck, one night 
in solitary confinement on bread and 
water is usualy sufficient to keep 
a prisoner on the good behavior list 
f r the remainder of his sentence. 
In the women’s 
ward, separate 
frtni the 
ten’s quarters, are also 
f und clean, well ventilated cells, a 
large dining room, kitchen, and a 
branch of the shirt factory.
